They say it is difficult to predict 
how many settlers may eventually 
take up land in the new area be- 
cause poor drainage, muskeg and 
inaccessibility make a large part 
juseless for farming. 

“Roughly 40 per cent. of the 
land surveyed so far has been 
found unsuitable,” says Mr, Gor- 
man who covered much of’ the 
area by pack horse last year. 
“Eventually, ‘probably 25 per cent. 
will have to remain unsettled.” 

On the land which is now being 


surveyed, soil’ surveyors will be].
